CIAL, Enroute to Denver, Colo., 
Sept. 15.—Gov. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt decided today to make one of 
his major speeches Saturday “ight 
at Salt Lake City. The speech will 
be devoted to railroads. 

The Democratic  presidentiai 
nominee received stirring welcomes 
from crowds at various towns 
through which his train passed in 
Kansas and Colorado today. 


Back platform appearances ind 
brief talks were made at Colby and 
Goodland, Kan., and in smaller 
towns On the high prairies. 

“We are trying to bring the farm 
dollar up to the value of the in- 
dustrial dollar,” he told the crowd 
at Colby. “I think that if we all 
pull together for the next four 
years we will succeed in accom- 
plishing that purpose. 

Recalls Movement tO Kansas. 

“Back in my home country we 
have a section of abandoned and 
called Kansas. The reason it was 
called that is that a number of 
families were persuaded by ail- 
road agents years ago to pull up 
stakes and move to Kansas. 

“Maybe some of their people are 
stil here. I wish that I. could 
stay’ longer and get firsthdnd in- 
formation from you people. I real- 
ize the difficulties you have »een 
through. You are not the only 
people who have the same kind of 
troubles.” 

Besides the Salt Lake City ad- 
dress, there will be two uwther 
major speeches by the Governor, 
one on utilities in Portland, Ore., 
and another at Sioux City, ta., 
again taking up the farm problem 
and the tariff. 

The Governor's special left To- 
peka, Kan., shortly after midnight. 
10,000 Hear Address. 

Ten thousand men and women— 
their number was estimated by Na- 
tional Guard officers serving as his 
escort—stood for an hour and 20 
minutes in a burning noonday sun 
in the Kansas capital yesterday and 
listened while Roosevelt told them 
from the steps of the Capitol what 
he proposes to do for farm relief 
should he be elected, 

Thousands more shouted their 
greetings as he rode out to the 
Kansas free fair with his running 
mate, Speaker John N. Garner, who 
announced he had come “to show 
you that I wear neither horns nor 
hoofs though I come from Texas,” 
and with Harry H. Woodring, the 
Democratic Governor of Kansas. ” 

Gov. Roosevelt wound up the day 
with a series of conferences with 
party leaders from Missouri, Iowa, 
Oklahoma, Texas, Nebraska and 
Kansas, There was an almost con- 
tinuous parade of them through 
the late afternoon and evening in 
and out of Gov, Woodring’s home, 
where they met the nominees. 

According to an adviser to Gov. 
Roosevelt, the speech on the farm 
problem had been several months 
in the making. 

In @ press conference at the 
home of Gov. Woodring after the 
address, Gov. Roosevelt was asked 
how the six-point plan, outlined in 
his talk, coincided with the equali- 
zation fee, export debenture and 
domestic allotment proposals. He 
advised the questioner to make his 
own interpretation. 


TOWN KEEPS SAUERKRAUT DAY 


Forreston, Ill., Out of Debt, Gives 
Away Food at Annual Fete. . 

FORRESTON, Iil., Sept. 15.— 
Most of Forreston’s 915 inhabitants 
were up at dawn today to tell the 
world about the town's prosperity. 
With 1200 pounds of wienersa, 210 
gallons of sauerkraut, 2000 loaves 
of rye bread and several hundred 
pounds of coffee. 

It has been a custom of Forres- 
tom for 17 years to give food away 
on one day of each year which it 
celebrates as a sauerkraut festival. 
About 15,000 visitors are expected.

to recognize the slow seepage of the 
resources of many families and the 
consequently increased responsibil- 
ity which falls upon the more for- 
tunate,”’ said the President. “More- 
over, there is parallel with it all the 
depleted ‘resources of those to 
whom you must appeal for aid. 
Those who support you this year 
will many of them be sacrificing 
from their own needs. No greater 
call can be made upon American 
patriotism and self-sacrifice. 


‘Most of us started in life poor 
or with little. What we have is 
the result of our own toil in this 
land rich in resources and oppor- 
tunity. Most of us have known 
the helping hand of others in some 
human service and some human 
kindness and today as never be- 
fore do ‘we Owe repayment of that 
debt. I sometimes think of relief 
in terms of insurance. Over the 
years our people contribute to the 
aid of others... The unexpected 
time comes of their own need, and 
they draw from this common pool. 
There lies in this no loss of self- 
respect. ... 


Carrying a Neighbor Family. 

“There is more to be done than 
merely giving. There is the help- 
ing hand that should go with giv- 
ing. The friendly counsel, the aid 
to solution of family and individ- 
ual problems, our outpourings of 
the human spirit beyond dollars 
alone. Many a family today is car- 
rying a neighbor family over the 
trough of this depression not alone 
with material aid but with that en- 
couragement which maintains cour- 
age and faith. 


“If all who are able will them- 
selves search out or through your 
agency find a family to whom they 
may become that guardian, both 
will be the gainers of far more 
than the money exchanged. 


“The need before us is immedi- 
ate. It is large. Millions of men 
and women face the approach of 
winter with fear in their hearts. 
The children sense the dread their 
elders feel.” 


Baker on Larger Aspects. 
Baker, replying to President 
Hoover, said that Federal and state 
relief provisions are “helpful,” but 
“not enough.” 


“To all these public recogni- 
tions,” he said, “there must be «dd- 
ed a devotion of every private re-

Gifford, who is president of the 
Charity Organization Society of 
New York, said that, regardless of 
economic improvement, the com- 
ing winter would be a “hard one,” 
necessitating close co-operation be- 
tween public and private welfare 
agencies and between communities 
and the state. He urged that a 
community program be adopted in 
advance. 

Local responsibility in meeting 
relief needs, Gifford said, must be 
continued, otherwise there, would 
be greater hardships to those who 
are in want, adding that the foun- 
dation on which. local relief activi- 
ties rest—privately organized social 
work—-must remain secure. There 
are thousands of cases, he _ said, 
which public funds can not reach. 

Pomerene asserted that “the ul- 
timate responsibility for furnishing 
relief and work relief to the peo- 
ple in distress, does and should rest 
with the states, the political sub- 
divisions of the states and the mu- 
nicipalities. The national Govern- 
ment did not and does not propose 
to assume the responsibility.”

Unassuming and friendly, Prince 
Friedrich Wilhelm von Hohenzol- 
lern, son of the former 
Prince of Germany, said today that 
his grandfather, the former Kaiser, 


had written him expressing ‘“im- 
mense gratification” over the cor- 
dial reception he had-‘received in 
the United States. The Prince is 
21 years old, and the youngest of 
four brothers. 

“My grandfather is in good 
health, thank you,” he said at Ho- 
tel Jefferson, “and has expressed 
to me his hope that relationship be- 
United 
States will be of the friendliest.” 

Prince Friedrich Wilhelm = said 
that he visited his grandfather at 
Doorn, Hiolland, before sailing for 
New York last July and received a 
letter fromn him yesterday in an- 
swer to a letter he had written him 
telling in detail of his sightseeing 
trip through the United States. The 
former Kaiser, who is 73, takes 
“ereat interest" in every incident of 
the trip, the Prince said. 

The Prince, who arrived in St. 
Louis by motor last night from 
Chicago and will drive back there 
tomorrow, said that his main im- 
pression of this country is its im- 
mensity. 

Comparing Depressions. 

“While I realize the United 
States is undergoing a depression,” 
he said in careful English, “ana 
saw many hoboes as I traveled 
through the West, conditions are 
much worse in Germany. 

“There is a much greater per- 
centage of unemployed in Ger- 
many than in the United States. 
It must be considered that Ger- 
many with 7,000,000 unemployed, 
has about half the population of 
your country and its area, since 
the war, is less than that of the 
State of Texas.” 

The Prince declined to discuss 
German political affairs, explain- 
ing conditions changed there so 
rapidly that new factors may have 
arisen since his departure. 

“Believe me, you people in this 
country may know more about 
Germany today than I do,” he said. 

“Will the house of Hohenzoliern 
ever regain its former position?” 
he repeated thoughtfully. 


he exclaimed with a gesture of both 
hands, “only time and changing 
conditions may tell.” 

Then the Prince broke into a 
delighted chuckle and clapped the 
reporter on the Shoulder when in- 
formed that his father had received 
a tremendous ovation recently 
while reviewing a parade of the 
Steel Helmets, German military or- 
ganization composed of youths as 
well as veterans. 

“Fine, fine, that’s just splendid,” 
the Prince exclaimed, blue eyes 
twinkling, “I hadn’t heard of that. 
I’m glad to hear it.” 

‘The Laws of the Family.” 

Prince Friedrich Wilhelm, who 
manifested a deep affection for his 
family, disclosed that although he 
is without official rank in Ger- 
many yet he is bound always “by 
the lasvs of my family—and, of 
course, my grandfather is the head 
of the family.” 

Such family requirements, he 
made clear, would preclude his 
marriage to anyone not belonging to 
to a circle which would have met 
with the approval of the Kaiser 
during his days before the World 
War. He hastened to add, how- 
ever, that he has no “entangle- 
ments of the heart.” 

“But your American girls are 
pretty,” said the young Prince, 
blond, slender, handsome, immacu- 
lately tailored, “and I like them, 
every one.” 

The Prince, whose smooth face 
is unmarked by the scars of stu- 
dent duels such as some of his 
older brothers bear, was wearing 
@& gray single-button suit, a soft 
white shirt, blue tie, and tan ghoes. 
His blond, carefully brushed hair 
was parted smoothly on the side. 

Wants to Be a Lawyer. 

“No, I have no political ambi- 
tions for myself,” he continued as 
his breakfast was. brought to his 
room, “and I am beginning to 
study law. I want to be a lawyer 
and practice in Berlin where live 
my father, three brothers and two 
sisters. Of course, one of my 
brothers. Louis Ferdinand, is now 
in Detroit studying under Mr. Ford. 
I met him. He ts such a kindly 
man. All of the Americans I have 
met have been kindly.” 

The Prince, who is an athlete, 
profid@ent in several sports, re- 
marked that he never drank beer, 
because he does not care for it, 
and indulges only moderately in 
other liquors, since “I try to keep 
in training always.” 

“Then, too, in Germany there is 
much of everything to drink,” he 
continued. “Somehow, one does 
not think: about it so much.

Garlick said she apparently 
Jumped to her death from a river 
steamer early if the morning of 
Sept. 7, less than 48 hours after 
Bern shot himsélf in the Beverly 
Hills home he had given as a wed- 
ding gift to his bride of two 
months, Miss Harlow, movie ac- 
tress. Miss Millette checked out 
of the San Francisco hotel Sept. 6, 
the day after Bern’ body was 
found, and took a steamer bound 
for Sacramento, The Coroner said 
an inquest would be held tomor- 
row night. 

The body was discovered float- 
ing in the slough by two Japanese 
fishermen’ only a few hours after 
Bern's will was produced in Los 
Angeles by his secretary, Irene 
Harrison.

| No mention. was made in the will 
of Miss Millette, though his rela- 
tives said Bern had contributed to 
her support for several years. The 
entire estate was bequeathed to 
Miss Harlow, who was named sole 
executrix. | 

Authorities said the will. dated 
July 29. 1992, a few weeks after 
Bern's marriage to the actress, sup- 
planted what they described as two 
“wills of @ sort” found in the pro- 
ducer’s bank safety deposit box. 
The latter documents each provid- 
ed an annuity of $2500 for Miss 
Miftette. 

Mrs. Friederike Marcus, Bern's 
sister, said in Los Angeles her 
brother and Miss Milletfe met in 
Toronto; Ontario, when they were 
both on the stage. They later lived 
together tn New York. sheaaid. 

Miss Millette, Mrs. Marcus said, 
became mentally deranged and was 
confined for a time in a sanitarium, 
Bern continued to provide for her. 
After she was réleased and he had 
gone into the motion picture field 
he still sent her. about $350 a 
month. : 

Last spring, Miss Millette moved 
from New York to San Francisco 
and lived quietly at a hotel there.

JURY DENIES INJURY DAMAGES,

CHOSEN TO BOOST 
RELIEF BOND ISSUE 


Harry B. Wallace Named by 
Mayor to Lead Campaign 


Preceding Vote on $4,- 
600,000 Plan. 


A committee of 600, headed by 
Harry B. Wallace as general ciiair- 
man, was named today by Mayor 
Miller to direct the campaign for 
the $4,600,000 relief bond issue, to 
be submitted to the voters at the 
general election Nov. 8.

Wallace, who is president of the 
Cupples Co., was the chairman of a 
citizens’ committee which decided 
on the bond issue as the best way 
.of providing for the city’s relief 
po in the coming winter. The 
pending bond ‘ssue proposal was 
taken into consideration by the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
in making its grant of Federal 
funds to’ the city for relief ypur- 
poses last week. The Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation granted 
$628,930, stating it was inteaded 
to finance the relief situation «ntil 
Dec. 1, when funds would become 
available from the bond issue if 
‘passed by the voters. 

Jules R. Field. former secretdry 
to the Mayor, was named as cam- 
paign manager and Gilbert Harris, 
director of the Y. M. H. A., as of- 
fice manager. Thomas F. Muldoon, 
secretary to the Mayor, is secretary 
of the committee. 

The finance sub-committee is 
headed By Frank O. Watts, with 
Tt. W. Harris, vice-chairman and P 
H. Byrns, secretary. The speakers’ 
sub-committee, containing -about 
100, has Prof. Frank J. Bruno as 
chairman and Mrs. /Virgil Loeb as 
vice-chairman.

PARIS, Sept. 15.—Advices to the 
War Ministry today placed the 
number of dead in the wreck of a 
train carrying 508 members of the 
French Foreign Legion in Algeria 
yesterday at 55. 

A @otal of 228 were injured, these 
advices said. Officials think heavy 
rains washed out the roadbed, 
causing the tracks to give way. 

By the Associated Press. 

ORAN, Algeria, Sept. 15.—A 
troop train bearing a detachment 
of the French Foreign Legion yes- 
terday plunged 250 feet int® a ra- 
vine néar Tiemcen, 70 miles south- 
west of here, in the foothills of the 
Atlas Mountains. 

The soldiers were on the way 
from Sidi Del Abbes, Algeria, to 
Dujda, Morocco. 

Doctors today went among the 
injured still under the mass of 
wreckage, giving injections to ease 
the pain. The uninjured soldiers 
worked to clear away the debris 
and free their suffering comrades. 

The district is devoid of railroad 
lines except for the coastal road 
from Morocco City to Algeria. 
French army authorities often use 
the line for troop transportation. 
although it is also the principal 
public means of conveyance along 
the North African coast. 

Thirty-one cars and a baggage 
coach made the plunge into the ra- 
vine, with’ the locomotive. Most of 
the train crew were killed. Res- 
cue work was hampered by lack 
of means of communication, but 
the whole population of the town 
of Turenne, nearby, turned out to 
help. 


300 Homeless in Ontario Fire. 

SPRAGUE, Ont, Sept. 15.— 
Three hundred persons were left 
homeless by fire which leveled most 
of this town yesterday after de- 
stroying 7,000,000 feet of lumber 
in the yards of the J. J. McFadden 
Lumber Co. Damage was estimat- 
ed at $500,000 by McFadden. He 
said all the homeless would be 
cared for.

‘DEADLY BLOW AT 


‘Proposal to Pay Claims in 
Full Constitutes Fatal 
Threat to Entire Program 
of Recovery.’ 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—Fol- 
lowing is the text of President 
Hoover's statement last night de- 
claring his apposition to full pay- 
ment /of the bonus before matu- 
rity: 

“It is due to the country and to 
the veterans that there should be 
no misunderstanding of my posi- 
tion upon payment of the face value 
of the adjusted service certificates 
prior to maturity, as recommended 
in the resolution pending before 
the convention at Portland. I have 
consistently opposéd it. In public 
interest I must continue to op- 


pose it, 

“T have the duty not alone to 
see that justice and a sympathetic 
attitude is taken by this nation to- 
ward the 4,000,000 veterans and 
their families, but also to exert 
myself for justice to the other 21,- 
000,000 families to whom consum- 
mation of this proposal at this time 
would be a calamity. Cash pay- 
ment of face value of certificates 
today would require an appropria- 
tion from the Treasury of about 
$2,300,000,000. No matter how or 
in what form the payment to the 
veterans is imposed it will come 
out ofall these families, but of 
more importance it will indefinite- 
ly set back any hope of recovery 
for employment, agriculture or 
business, and will impose infinite 
distress upon the whole country. 
We owe justice and generosity to 
4he men who have served under 
our flag. Our-people have tried to 
discharge that obligation. Regular 
expenditures on account of the vet- 
erans already constitute nearly a 
billion a year or almost one-fourth 
of our whole Federal budget. 


Sympathy for Veterans. 

“Every right-thinking man has 
the deepest sympathy for the vet- 
eran suffering from disability, for 
those out of work or for veterans 
on farms struggling with the ad- 
versities of the depression. No one 
who began life in the humble cir- 
cumstances that I did, and who at 
the earliest and most impression- 
able age learned the meaning of 
poverty from actual experience, 
can be lacking in feeling and un- 
derstanding of the problems and 
sufferings of these men and their 
families. I have seen war at first 
hand. I know the courage, the 
sacrifice of our soldiers. 

“But there are many million oth- 
ers in the same circumstances. 
They, too, must be entitled to. .on- 
sideration. Their employment and 
their farm recovery, as well as ihat 
of the veterans, can be secured 
only by the restoration of the nor- 
mal economic life of the nation. 
To that end we have been and are 
devoting our best efforts. Any- 
thing that stands in the way must 
be opposed. The welfare of the 
nation as a whole must take prece- 
dence over the demands of any par- 
ticular group. 

“I do not believe that the vet- 
erans generally really understand 
the adjusted service certificate i:aw 
(so-called bonus law) which was 
proposed by themselves. 


Creating the Fund. 

“In its simplest terms that law 
provides that an annual sum of 
about $112,000,000 is to be paid 
into a fund which, with compound 
interest, is calculated to amount to 
a total of $3,500,000,000, the face 
value of certificates to be distrib- 
uted in 1945. Approximately $1,- 
300,000,000 has been paid into this 
fund. Under the law of last year 
autherizing loans up to 50 per cent 
of the face amount of the certi- 
ficates, if we take into considera- 
tion loans made through the vet- 
erans’ life insurance fund which 
will have to be repaid, all this ac- 
cumulated sum and more has al- 
ready been distributed. 

“If the Government distributed 
to the veterans the $112,000,000 
annually from now on it would rep- 
resent the Government’s obliga- 
tion. If thees sums be kept in the 
fund the Government adds com- 
pound interest on each installment 
and gives a life insurance right. 
By paying the adjisted service cer- 
tificates at their 1945 face value 
now the Government would not 
only be paying all remaining 13 
annual installments in advance; 
but would be paying the compound 
interest upon them in ‘advance. 

“This would, I am advised, add 
| about $2,250,000,000 to the amount 
which the people of the United 
States, acting through Congress, 
undertook to pay when aid gave 
the certificates. 

Money Not Available. 

“No such sum is available. It 
cannot be raised by adding to the 
crushing burden of taxes which 
drain every family budget in our 
country today and weigh heavily

Pari-Mutuel vs. Open Ring. 

EW YORK racing publica- 

tions are campaigning for 
relief from the betting condi- 
tions at race tracks. They say 
that Metropolitan racing will die 
unless a change from present 
conditions is made, j 

It is charged that 200,000 in- 
dividuals wager On horses daily 
away from the track, in the New 
York district, and all because of 
the inconveniences attached to 
betting at the course. 

Vincent Treanor, a widely- 
known racing authority, writes 
of this: “Only the case-hard- 
ened can put up with the cur- 
rent inconvenience in the meth- 
ods of playing, getting paid off 
and chasing bookmakers in and 
out of autos, under trees or lin- 
ing up in hidden spots.” 

Bettors have become discour- 
aged and quit going to the races. 
Newcomers can’t wager if they 
would, without great inconven- 
lence. In most cases credit has 
to be established with bookmak- 
ers before going to the track.

Back to the Betting Ring. 
S a substitute writers are 
recommending a return to 
the Percy-Gray law, which tol- 
erated what was practically an 
open betting ring with bookmak- 
ers, who “cut in” for the day at 
a stipulated price paid to the 
association legally exhibiting 
prices offered against each horse 
in each race. 

Under this system the odds 
varied with the bookie and the 
/bettor could “go shopping” for 
the best price. This plan, so its 
supporters say, obtained the bet- 
tors’ better prices than the mu- 
tuels afford.

MANCHUKUO. WITH 
DEFENSE ALLIANCE 


Treaty Signed at Chang- 
chun “fn Defiance of the 


League of Nations and 
World Opinion.

CHANGCHUN, Sept. 15.—Ja- 
pan, as had been announced, for- 
mally recognized Henry Pu-yi's 
new Manchurian state of Manchu- 
kuo, today. 

In the presence of high Man- 
chukuo officials and their corps 
of Japanese advisers. Cheng 
Hsiao-hsu, Premier of Manchu- 
kuo, and Gen. Nobuyoshi Muto, 
commander-in-chief of Japanese 
forces in Manchuria, and special 
Ambassador to Manchukuo, signed 
a defensive alliance. The signa- 
tures were inked in with a fine 
brush—Oriental substitute for a 
pen. 

No other nation has recognized 
Manchukuo. Japanese recognition 
is virtua! defiance of the League 
of Nations and world opinion, for 
Pu-yi/was placed on his throne and 
has been maintained ~ there by 
force of Japanese arms. A League 
of Nations comm “sion investigat- 
ed Japan's military adtivities. in 
China and Manchuria and report- 
ed to Geneva. The report, expected 
to be adverse to Japan, will be 
published soon. 

Signing of the Treaty. 

The ceremony of signing the de- 
fensive alliance here lasted only 10 
minutes, Gen. Muto signed first,’ 
then Premier Cheng. Henry Pu- 
yi, smiling insorutably, looked on. 

The text of the treaty follows: 

Whereas, Japan has recognized 
* the fact that Manchukuo, in ac- 
cordance with the free will of its 
inhabitants, has organized and 
established itself as an independ- 
ent state: and 

Whereas, Manchukuo has de- 
clared its intention of abiding by 
all the. international agreements 
entered into by China. in so far 
as they are applicable to Man- 
chukuo; 

Now, the Governments of Ja- 
pan and Manchukuo have, for 
the purpose of establishing a 
perpetual relationship of good 
neighborhood between Japan and 
Manchukuo, each respecting the 
territorial rights of the other, 
and also in order to secure peace 
in the Far.East, agree as fol- 
lows: 

1. Manchukuo shall confirm 
and respect, in so far as no 
agreement to the contrary shall 
be made between Japan and 
Manchukuo in the future, all 
rights and ‘interests possessel by 
Japan or her subjects within the 
territory of Manchukuo by virtue 
of the Chinese-Japanese treaties, 
agreements or other arrange- 
ments, or Chinese-Japanese con- 
tracts, private as well as public;

BERLIN, Sept. 15.—The Social 
Democratic members of tne Reich- 
stag passed a resolution today con- 
demning what they called the 
“militarist policy” of the Govern- 
ment of Chancellor Franz von 
Papen. They declared it, raised 
again the peril of a race for arma- 
ment among nations. The refer- 
ence was to the retent demand of 
Germany for arms equality. Such 
a race would be a catastrophe for 
Germany, the resolution said, and 
calculated to perpetuate the treaty 
of Versailles. : 

The ‘Reichstag Comniittce on 
Constitutional Rights decided to 
constitute itself a commission of 
inquiry into the legality of the de- 
cree promulgated last Monday by 
the Chancellor dissolving the 
Reichstag. The-action was taken 
with the support of the National 
Socialists and the Communists. 

The commission planned to sum- 
mon the Chancellor and other 
members of the Government as wit- 
nesses and Hermann Goering, Na- 
tional Social’st president of the 
Reichstag, said he did not believe 
the Chancellor would disregard 
the summona. 

In behalf of the Government. 
however, it was said the Cabinet 
did not recognize the right of the 
committee to turn itself into. an 
investigating commission. So long 
‘as Speaker Goering maintained his 
present attitude, it was said, the 
Ministers would refuse to appear.

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Taxes on Railroad Rights-of-Way. | 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE writer has read with interest 

several recent editorials relative to 
railroads and trucking, and would like 
io submit the following: 

The American Railway Association re- 
cently published figures showing that 
the railroads, as a whole, are paying an 
average of $250 per mile taxes on their 
rights-of-way. > 

Let us take St. Louis to Kansas City, 
for example, using a distance of 275 
miles. This would produce taxes of $68,- 
750 for each of the seven direct lines, 
or a total of $481,250, to say nothing of 
the tax on indirect and connecting lines, 
which, because of greater mileage, have 
a consequently higher tax. 

The railroads, then, are paying in ex- 
cess of half a million dollars for the 
privilege of running between these two 
cities, in addition to owning and main- 
taining their own rights-of-way. What 
are the trucks paying for the privilege 
of operating between these two cities? 

In Illinois, there is one carrier that 
pays more taxes to the State than the 
interest charge on the entire hard road 
bond issues of that State. Perhaps this 
would also prove true in the case of 
some carrier operating through Missouri. 

Should the carriers be forced into 
government ownership, who will pay this 
tax burden that they are now carrying?

It insists that Mr. Kiel, and the 13 con- 
gressional candidates, stand squarely upon that plat- 
form. It seems to be Mr. Kiel’s move. 
Following the example of the national convention at 
Chicago, the Democratic platform is exceedingly 
brief, but brevity of itself-is no virtue, as is here 
demonstrated. The Republican platform, three times 
as long, is a more interesting and thoughtful docu- 
ment. For example, the Democrats content them- 
selves with a short paragraph on the most momen- 
tous issue of the day—unemployment—consisting of a 
general promise to‘alleviate it. The Republican plank 
is superior... It diagnoses the trouble as resulting 
from the machine, which has destroyed the purchas- 
ing power of the workers,.and proposes the applica- 
tion of a shorter work day and week and the main- 
tenance of the existing wage structure. 
Likewise, the Republicans, in their specific recom- 
mendations for legislation, go far beyond the Demo- 
crats. One of the most interesting proposals they

But the Republicans, 
in their suggestions for quarterly payment of taxes, 
the letting of State contracts, auditing reform, the 
use of standard forms in State business and in other 
proposals, present a more attractive program. 

The Republican platform also discusses a subject 
of vital interest to the State, namely, the coming into 
effect of the Hawes-Codper law, impairing the market 
for prison-made goods, which, it is estimated, will 
increasé Missouri tax burdens by- $1,500,000 in the 
next biennium, and $3,000,000 in following two-year 
periods. In other words, the penitentiary industries, 
which now help to support the institution, will be 
crippled or killed by this law, and the money for its 
support must be found elsewhere. Simply declaring 
against the diversion of educational funds for this 
purpose, the Republicans propose no solution for a 
condition which will not only increase tax burdens, 
but leave the prisoners with little or nothing to do. 

On two points, the Republicans scored heavily. 
They were able to point with justifiable pride to the 
fine administration of Gov. Caulfield, and they found 
an easy target in the Pendergast rule in Kansas City, 
now threatening the entire State. The Democrats 
countered with a criticism of the administration of 
insolvent banks, Gov. Caulfield’s veto of the redis- 
tricting bill, the use of State courts as sources of 
Republican patronage, and the “machine policies of 
national, State and city Republican leaders, by means 
of the use of Federal, State and city employes at the 
expense of the taxpayers, and by means of threats 
to remove postmasters and others from office.” 

In view of the forthright statements on other 
subjects, particularly in the Republican platform, the 
weasel-like prohibition planks in both platforms are 
even more surprising.

Those Foreign Addresses 


Controversy long has raged over the business of ad- | 
dressing letters to foreign parts. One school held 
that, since this country speaks the English language, 
letters should be directed in that tongue, thus: “War- 
saw, Poland.” Their opponents, the exactitudinarians, 
said that, since the letters were intended for alien 
eyes, the language of the recipient should be em- 
ployed, thus: “Warszawa, Polska.” Now Jove, ifi 
the person of the United States Geographic Board, 
has spoken, and the verdict is a compromise that 
meets each contender half way. Such a balanced de- 
cision usually is a diplomatic straddle, but the board 
has sound logic behind it. 

The board directs writers to give the English name 
of the country, for the guidance of our postal clerks. 


But, since the clerks are not interested in the city 


or town, at that point the addresser should expatri- 
ate himself. He should write “Liverno, Italy,” the 
board says, not “Leghorn, Italy” or “Liverno, Italia.’ 
The bulletin neatly reduces the whole thing to ab 
surdity by pointing out how puzzling it would be for 
our mail clerks if an Italian addressed a ‘etter 
to Salt Lake City in his native tongue; namely, 
“Citta del Lago Salato.”

The Governor says its 
chief effect is to destroy foreign markets for the farm- 
er’s surpluses and to makd him pay higher prices 
for things he consumes. In other words, the farmer 


+ buys in a protected market and is deprived of those 


foreign markets which determine the selling price of 
his whole product. Gov. Roosevelt gave some very in- 
teresting figures showing the current relation of 
farming to the national economy. Twenty-two per 
cent of ‘the people of the United States actually live 
on farms. In 1920 they got 15 per cent of the nation- 
al income. By 1925 their percentage of the national 
income had dropped to 11 per cent. By 1928 it had 
gone down to 9 per cent, and it is now at 7 per cent. 

Is it any wonder that the farmer is poor? Is it 
any wonder that he is in a species of rebellion? 
Gov. Roosevelt thinks it is unfair to call the tariff 
upon manufactured articles protection and to call its 
equivalent to the farmer a subsidy. In so saying he

put himself in exact opposition to both Mr. Coolidge 
and Mr. Hoover. He indorses the principle of the 
equalization fee and the debenture. The disagree- 
ment that has arisen in this field tells the whole story. 
of the farmer's steady drift to what Gov. Roosevelt 
calls the verge of peasantry. We have a government 
for industry. /It is the practice of a considerable part 
of industry to exploit the farmer, and using the tariff 
as a price-raising device is one of the ways in which 
it does this. Yet the farmers of Kansas and most of 
the other grain states have played the political game 
of this element of industry for more than 50 years. 
It is one of the most incredible things in the political 
history of the United States. 

What Gov. Roosevelt had to say of the Farm Mar- 
keting Act reflects the conviction of all those who 
have followed without prejudice the operations of that 
contradictory law. Its authors were mistaken when 
they believed that the prices of crops under adverse 
conditions could be buoyed up by withdrawing the 
surpluses with Government funds. They were not mis- 
taken when they believed that the farmer can better 
his condition by co-operative marketing and that his 
troubles largely arise from his inability to write his 
own sales ticket. In making this distinction, and in 
commending the co-operatives, the Governor was emi- 
nently fair and economically sound. 

Much less controversial was Gov. Roosevelt’s advice 
to the farmers not to cultivate lands which could bet- 
ter be used for other purposes. He gave an admira..¢ 
account of the forestry work in New York, an\exam- 
ple which must in time be followed by many of the 
states. Missouri, for instance, has in the Ozarks a 
region wonderfully adapted for the growth of hard- 
wood timber. She is trying to raise grains and grass- 
es on it. She is losing time every day when she hesi- 
tates to develop in all that area the growth of trees, 


which have as certain a value as anything else pro- 
duced by the soil. 


Mr. Nolte’s long-continued opposition to the system 
by which the Zoo and Art Museum obtain their sup- 
port from special taxes has at last. become a concrete 
issue.

Japan has no ter- 
ritorial ambitions in Manchuria. If 
she had why should she recognize 
Manchukuo?” 

Foreign Minister Hsieh Chieh- 
hsih of Manchukuo said the proto- 
col permanently guaranteed Man- 
chukuo’s existence. He added that 
he hoped the world Powers would 
speedily recognize the new atate 
and said if any of them doubted 
Manchukuo’s intention to maintain 
the principle of the open door and 
to fulfill its international obliga- 
tions it behooved those Powers to 
follow Japan's example of recogni- 
tion and to conclude treaties with 

the Pu-yi Government to safe- 
guard those two principles. 


Japan Denies Any Treaty Violation 
in Recognition of Manchukuo. 
TOKIO, Sept. 15.—The Japanese 

Government officially denied today 

that the signing of the treaty at 

Changchun recognizing the Pu-yi 

Government in Manchukuo was 

“derogatory of any treaty to which 

Japan is a party.” 

The statement, issued shortly 
after the treaty was signed, _ re- 
viewed Japan's position in Man- 
churia and emphasized that the 
result has been the establishment 
of progress there. 

It recalled the Manchukuo Gov- 
ernment’s pledge to observe the 
principle of the open door and 
said what Japan desired was to 
eradicate all foreign policies there 
so the region might become a safe 
place for foreigners as well as na- 
tives to live. 

“It is gafely to be expected,” the 
statement gaid, “that the whole 
world will come to have an éever- 
increasing understanding of and 
confidence in the sincere desire and 
earnest effort of Manchukuo to 
carry out its foreign and domestic 
policies and that the Powers will 
not delay long in establishing dip- 
lomatic relations with it. 

A special committee has been 
established, it said, to prepare for 
abolition of extraterrf$oriality and 
for opening the interior to all for- 
eigners alike, as well as for other 
treaty revisions, but it added that 
such revisions would be sought 
“through agreement with the 
Powers concerned.” 3 

A display of Japan’s Rising Sun 
flag and the five-hued banner ot 
Manchukuo over all Government 
buildings and a parade of 30,000 
reservists from the Japanese pa- 
triotic youths’ organization which 
ended in a chorus of “Banzais” in 
front of the Mikado’s palace 
marked Tokie's observance of the 
signing of the Manchukuo-Japanese 
treaty. 

“Recognition of Manchukuo does 
not mean the completion of our 
tasks,” said Sadao Araki, Minister 
of War.

EX PARTNER TESTIFES 


W. J. Abernathy Says He Went 
to Work in Cincinnati 
Before Crash. 


Wjlliam J., Abernathy, former 
partner in the Bee Thrift Co., ap- 
peared in Bankruptcy Court yes- 
terday and testified, in explanation 
of his alleged disappearance short- 
ly before the firm was closed June 
18 that he had withdrawn as a 
partner last December and had 
quit as an employe June 6, to sell 
patent medicines in Cincinnati. 

It was testified recently that 
Harry Better, Abernathy and Mrs. 
Altha Stewart, partners, disap- 
peared not long before the firm's 
offices at 515 Olive street were 
closed, leaving creditors with an 
indicated loss of about $26,000. 


Abernathy said he did not know 
how the firm had been closed until 
he returned to St. Louis early in 
July. He said he had invested 
nearly $6000 in thé company with- 
out return. 

Max W. Kramer, attorney for 
the company, was questioned about 
the removal of a grandfather clock 
from the firm’s premises several 
days before the close: He said he 
had taken the clock, which he 
valued at about $100, as part pay- 
ment of legal fees due him from 
Better. He had represented Better 
in personal matters, he said, and 
Better told him he might take the 
clock, as it belonged to Better per- 
sonally. 

Kramer denied he had been left 
in charge of the business when Bet- 
ter departed about a month before 
the close and said he understood 
Miss Florence Schmittling, a wait- 
ress and friend of Better, had been 
placed in charge. 

“Didn't it seem strange to you 
that a waitress with no other rela- 
tion to the firm but that of a cred- 
itor claiming $3000 should be left 
in charge?” he was asked. “It 
wasn’t unusual in this case,”’ he re- 
plied. , 

“Well, it seems unusual to me,” 
commented Referee in Bankruptcy 
Coles. 

Kramer said that the firm’s 
bankruptcy schedules would show 
total iabilities of about $26,000, in- 
cluding about $8000 due to house- 
wives who had made weekly pay- 
ments under the firm’s thrift sav- 
ings plan. 

The firm collected small weekly 
payments under an agreement to 
deliver merchandise selected by the 
customer when the customer had 
paid in the full amount named in 
the plan. There were two plans, 
one for payment of $17.75 and the 
other for payment of $9.75.

The clash was precipitated by the 
hoodlums’ mistaken idea that a 
squad of policemen, whose car drew 
up behind theirs on Michigan 
boulevard as they stopped for a 
traffic signal, was after them. The 
cunmen, not waiting for a go sig- 
nal, started away. The police car, 
assigned to the Accident Preven- 
tion Bureau, followed and the 
chase was on. 

Down Michigan boulevard, west 
on Jackson and then in and about 
the Loop went the hoodlums’ car, 
the police squad, aided by two 
others which joined in the chase, 
in close pursuit.

Although only one of 
her duties is being counselor in 
chief to these several social organ- 
izations, from all one hears of the 
matter of arbitrating sorority prob- 
lems, this would seem to be enough 
to occupy the entire time of one 
less capable and versatile than Dirs.

This 
society is organized along the same 
lines as the sororities for social pure 
poses and worthy projects but 
without the secret and exclusive 
features. It has grown to number 
about 50 per cent of the women 
registered, membership being 
sought by some of the most -ut- 
standing students on the ground 
that they prefer a freer associa- 
tion or cannot or do not care to 
incur the greater expense of the 
sororities. It offers also a refuge 
for those who have been slizhted 
by the exclusive societies. Whether 
it succeeds in fully compensating 
this latter type of membership de- 
pends, of course, upon the real 
tastes of the individual girl. 

On hand two weeks before school 
opens, at her office in the Wom- 
en’s Building which houses the at- 
tractive club rooms of all th3 so- 
rorities and the independents, Mrs. 
Starbird has been busy with trre- 
organization matters, especiaily the 
regulation of Rush week parties.
